We 
cannot in common decency allow women chil- 
dren, left by firemen and policemen who have died 
for our seturity, to be robbed of the provision 
made by the taxpayers. We owe them that provi- 
sion. We also owe it to them and ourselves that it 
is not stolen from them. 


ILL-ADVISED CLIENTS. 


We suppose there is no way of protecting unin- 
formed and inexperienced people from such waste 
of. their money as ig involved in the proceedings 
to enjoin the school board from converting the 
Harper school into a junior high and making such 
transfers of pupils as the change required. The 
application for an injunction was foredoomed te 
failure, and the lawyer who advised it must either 
have known it could not be granted or has a 
strange conception of law and government. 

Ot course, Judge Rush could not interfere with 
the exercise of the school board’s lawful power, 
even if he believed the board's policy is unwise.

FOREIGN SHIPS TAKE rr. 
{Cedar Rapids (la.) Republican. 

Based on returns of the department of commerce, it 
is estimated that something like $205,000,000 more was 
paid to foreign than to American ships last year for 

the transportation of merchandise imported and ex- 
ported. by this country. ee 
The total water-borne commerce of the United 
States for the year was $6,850,000,000, which was 86 
per cent df our entire foreign trade. Shippers ordi- 
narily estimate that the freight cost of transporting 
} goods overseas averages 10 per cent on the value of 
the goods, including brokerage and other services. 
American ships carried nearly $2,400,000,000 worth of 
this freight, while foreign ships carried $4,450,000,000 
worth, so that, on this basis, American ships received 
$240,000,000 for their freight bill, while foreign ships 
received $45,000,000, In this connection it ts interest, 
tig to note that British ships carried $2, 463,000,000 
worth of American freights, which would give them 
about $246,000,000 for the service. . 
The decline in the use of American ships for the 
transportation of American freights has been steady 

since 1920. In that year odr ships carried 42 per cent 
se ate ait ine koh canster a ok ae ace ek 
In 1923 American ships carried 21 per cent of our 
imports and 38 per cent of our exports. The decline in 
the carriage of American exports has not been s0 
rapid, which indicates that American exporters are

A trade mark may de defined as an arbitrary 
word or symbol actually used on articles of 
merchandise to indicate where they come 
from; that is. who makes them. 4 trade 
mark which has been so used in commerce 
among the several states, or with foreign na- 
tions, or with Indian tribes, may be registered 
in the patent office by any. person. firm. cor- 


| poration, or association owning such mark. 


No trade mark is fegisterable under the act 
of Feb. 20, 1905, which is merely a geo- 


sraphical name or term. or which consists 


merely in a surname. firm name, or corpora- 
tion name not distinctly displayed, or merely 


in words or devices descriptive of the goods 


upon which it is used. If the owner of a 
trade mark which is not registerable under 
the act.of Feb. 20, 1905, has had bona fide 
trade mark use thereof for one year. such 
trade mark may be registered under the pro- 
visions of the act of March 19, 1920. How- 
ever, a registration under the act of March 
19, 1920. does not constitute prima faci evi- 
dence of ownership. 

The patent office does not make an exam- 
ination in order to determine whether a par-

Credit Demand Increases. 


The beginning of autumn activities is 
bringing a larger demand for credit, ac- 
cording to the weekly report of the fed- 
eral reserve system. The consolidated 
statement of the twelve institutions 
shows loans increased $40,135,000; bills 
bought, $20,294,000, and earning assets. 
$60,202,000. Gold and total reserves de- 
clined $34,252,000 and $42,620,000, respec- 
tively. 

Deposits expanded $18,859,000, due en- 
tirely to member bank reserve credits 
increasing $19,442,000. Note circulation 
rose $20,048,000. The ratio of reserves to 
liabilities fell to 80.4 from 82.3 per cent 
in the preceding week. The New York 
institution had an increase in loans of 
$41,056,000 and of $20,294,000 in bDilis 
bought in the open market.
